Ralph’s winning minute-cf-angle aggre- 
gates were .3248 for the 100 yard cham- 
pionship, .3676 for the 200 yard cham- 
pionship, and .3472 for the combined two- 
range National Title.

THE REDFIELD MASTER 12X SCOPE 


I have been using one of the new 
Redfield Master 12X scopes since mid-May 
and have been very pleased with it. 

A day or two before receiving the scope 
I had received a newly rebarreled rifle, a 
6mm Hart barrel chambered for the .243 
Win. cartridge, fitted to a Schultz & Lar- 
sen model 54 single shot action, in a Marks- 
man type target stock. I put the new scope 
on this rifle for first trial of both. I have 
found no good reason to break up that mat- 
ing. The rifle has proven to be the most 
accurate of any that I presently own and 
I am convinced that the scope equals the 
rifle in excellence. 

The most outstanding new feature of 
this scope is the new method for adjusting 
to eliminate parallax. Provision for adjust- 
ment to eliminate parallax at different 
ranges is a necessity in a scope of this mag- 
nification power. In this new Redfield 
scope the parallax adjusting is accomplished 
by means of a knob in a third turret on the 
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left-hand side of the scope tube, directly 
opposite the windage adjustment turret. 


The adjusting knob is slotted for coin 
turning, has a prominent white index line 
and is marked with an arrow to indicate 
turning in one direction only (clockwise). 
The knob has to be depressed to free it from 
relatively deep interior indents before it can 
be turned. The indents are deep and posi- 
tive enough to prevent the knob being acci- 
dentally turned. There is no cap covering 
this turret. 


The turret rim plate around the knob 
in plainly marked figures representing yards 
from 75 (representing zero setting, toward 
the front end of the scope tube) through 1, 
150, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 600 at the half-tum 
(toward the rear of scope tube, then the 
same figures in reversed order back to 75 
(zero). I have found this adjustment sys- 
tem to be very reliable and the index mark- 
ings quite accurate. 


While I of course do not know what 
the mechanism inside the scope tube may 
be, judging from the turning in one direc- 
tion only and the spacings of the figures on 
the dial rim, I would “guess” that the ad- 
justing might be accomplished by some 
small eccentric cam or wheel, connected by 
some linkage means to a lens to move it for- 
ward or backward to shorten or lengthen 
focal length. (If that isn’t non-technical, 
what isP And I’m not even sure that focal 
length is the correct term to use in this 
respect.) While I don’t know the “how” 
of it, I do know that this system is conven- 
ient and, in my experience, practical and 
reliable. 


Elevation and windage adjustments are 
of customary internal type—with innova- 
tions. The turrets have screw-on caps. 
The adjusting knobs are slotted for coin 
turning and have “quarter-minute” clicks. 
The turret rim plate is plainly graduated 
with marks representing half-minute-of- 
angle changes. “New” are detachable knobs 
which are fastened to the adjusting knobs 
with a screw and have a lip which fits into 
the coin slot. These permit making sight 
changes “by feel of clicks” while in shoot- 
ing position. The “clicks” are of necessity 
very fine and my experience has been that, 
with my clumsy fingers and a knob that 
permits a good grasp, I can easily turn more 
than one click at a time and then wonder 
just how much of change I have made. For 
that reason, I personally prefer to use the 
coin turn method of adjustment and check 
my changes by the half-minute graduations. 
However, other shooters might prefer using 
the detachable knobs and make _ their 
changes “by the clicks counted.” At any 
rate, you have a choice and can _ use 
whichever method you prefer. 


What follows are simply my personal 
“opinions” and only that. I consider this 
Master 12X scope to be a very excellent, 
special purpose, rifle sighting instrument. 
That conviction is strong enough that I in- 
tend to buy the scope I have or one like it. 


The Redfield literature on the scope 
states that it was designed particularly for 
use of varmint and bench rest shooters. 
For the specialist long range varmint 
shooter I would think the scope would be.a 
good choice, especially when used on a good 
portable field rest. Shooting any scope of 
similar power from catch-as-catch-can field 
shooting positions and present holding prob- 
lems that don’t inspire much confidence. 
Any scope of this power necessarily has a 
rather small field of view. My experience 
has been that field of view of 10X and 12X 
is adequate to get “on target” fairly easily, 
for the deliberate fire they are generally 
used for. This 12X is no exception. 


I doubt very much that competitive 
bench rest shooters or other target competi- 
tors will turn to this type scope, regardless 
of its excellence, to replace the target type 
scopes to which they are wedded. For 
their purposes, I’d agree with them. But 
for people who shoot from rest for testing 
superior rifle and ammunition accuracy, I 
think this Master 12X scope is a desirable 
choice. Those people who shoot superior 
rifles from rest for the pure satisfaction and 
pleasure of shooting would I think, find this 
Redfield scope a delight to use. P. HT, 


1967 GUN DIGEST 


The annual GUN DIGEST, edited by 
John T. Amber, has for years had the repu- 
tation of containing articles and information 
to interest people of every gun and _ shoot- 
ing taste. The newest 1967 edition, re- 
cently received, fully lives up to or even 
exceeds that established reputation. I 
haven’t read it all yet—it’s a big book—400 
pages—and I haven’t had it for long, but 
I’ve scanned through the titles and read 
some that seemed of most interest to me. 
Some that impressed me most were: 

A descriptive article and a test report 
of Sturm, Ruger & Camany’s latest crea- 
tion, a traditionally styled but completely 
modern single shot, falling block action 
rifle. The rifle is being manufactured at 
a new plant in New Hampshire, under gen- 
eral supervision of stock-maker-gunsmith-big 
game guide Lenard Brownell from Wyo- 
ming. I'd guess the rifles would not be 
very generally available in the market place 
before sometime next year. 

Then, I considered Warren Page’s dis- 
cussion of “pressures” to be a very sensible 
piece that a non-technical person can un- 
derstand. 

In an article titled “1000 Yard Shoot- 
ing,” Bob Hagel has done a very factual 
discussion of the “improbabilities” of ‘ex- 
treme long range shooting at big game ani- 
mals (I’d call it a debunking job). 

Ed Yard reports a very thorough test 
of the S&W all stainless steel revolver which 
is supposed to be rust-proof. He found it 
very resistant to corrosion but not entirely 
rust-proof under some very severe use con- 
ditions. 
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These are only high points of interest 
to me. You may very well find other arti- 
cles, reports, etc. of more interest to you. 
If you have any interest at all in powder 
burning (and you would not buy the book 
if you didn’t have) you'll find more than a 
little that is interesting and informative. 


There are, of course, the chapters de- 
scribing what’s new in guns of all types, ac- 
cessories, sights, loading tools, etc., plus 
test reports of many new items. The book 
is profusely illustrated throughout. 

This new 1967 edition may not yet 
be available at your gun or book store, but 
it will be soon, but when you get one you'll 
be in for a good number of hours of interest- 
ing reading. PHT

World Championships and the city of Wies- 
baden would “always remain a wonderful 
memory.” 


In behalf of the host country, Dr. 
Georg von Opel revealed the enthusiasm 
with which the German Shooting Union 
had prepared for the international shooting 
sport’s most important event. “During the 
period since the Olympic Games in Tokyo,” 
he said, “we have tried to create the best 
possible conditions so that the new world 
champions can be found in a completely 
satisfactory way from a sporting as well as 
from a technical point of view.” “Freuden- 
berg,” the range for Free Rifle, Smallbore 
Rifle, and Free Pistol, scene of the last four 
German championships, was completely al- 
tered, extended, and modernized. 


On July 14th, teams of the various na- 
tions were led in a colorful opening cere- 
mony by a traditional shooting band from 
Bayern. At that time, the standard of the 
International Shooting Union was entrusted 


to the German Shooting Union by four 
shooters from the United Arab Republic, 
which hosted the 38th World Champion- 
ships. 

The eyes of the world were truly fo- 
cused on America’s Olympic Champions. 
Since the 38th World Shooting Champion- 
ships four years ago in Cairo, the quad-

ruple World Champion—Gary Anderson— 
has become a_ legend. Lones Wigger, 
whose Swiss ancestry is apparent in his pre- 
cision-like marksmanship, is greatly ad- 
mired. Wigger, however, has not been 
publicized to the extent that Anderson has 
been. Further, he had not proven himself 
in the world arena at 300-meters, one of the 
“Classic Events.” 

New events were scheduled in the 1966 
program, including an air rifle match, which 
is extremely popular in Germany. As_ it 
was on the opening day agenda, it served as 
a warmer for our shooters. We did not 
place, even though Dave Boyd was only 
one point away from winning. He came in 
6th with a 384. 


Lt. Margaret Thompson and Charlotte 
Berkenkamp won the first medals for the 
U. S., both silver, also on opening day. 
Margaret placed second with 589 in the 
Ladies’ English Match to a Polish girl’s 
591... Charlotte, from Chatsworth, Calif., 
was runner-up in the Ladies’ Trap 
Our third silver medal for the day went to 
the Ladies’ English Match Team, who 
placed behind the Polish ladies. Led by 
Margaret’s 589, Marianne Jensen and Patri- 
cia Kinsella had 577’s. 


Warrant Officer DAVID I. BOYD, 
USMC, came through for the first gold 
medal and a 598 new English Match World 
Record!!! M/Sgt. William FE. Krilling, 
USA, was awarded the bronze medal for 
his 596, after being Creedmoored by No- 
wicki of Poland... The U. S. English 
Match Team averaged 594 for the gold 
medal in a sensational 2376 win over Po- 
land’s 2371 and Russia’s 2362, shattering 
the World mark by 19 points!!! Captains 
Donald Adams and Lones Wigger had 592 
and 590, respectively. 


You will recall that the individual Eng- 
lish Match (technically, the “Olympic 
Match”) Record was the 597 held jointly by 
Hammerl of Hungary and. Wigger . . 
Yugoslavia formerly held the team record 
with 2366. 

It is always interesting to compfre the 
predictions with the final results. In de-

scribing the smallbore events as having the 
greatest attraction, the International Shoot- 
ing Sport observed, “This arm makes it 
possible for an outsider to win a medal if he 
is at the top of his form on that particular 
day. This fact might be able to change the 
status of the present leading countries, at 
any rate as far as the prone position is con- 
cerned . .. In the smallbore standing event 
as well as the three-positional match the title 
candidates are limited to about a dozen of 
the participants. The USA and the USSR 
might each have 2-3 big shots in the com- 
petition.

How can a rifle designed especially for 
international matches be just what U.S. 
smallbore shooters are looking for? Easy. 
The Anschutz people built a position rifle 
to meet the new International Shooting 
Union “Standard” classification. What 
they came up with happens to be ideal 
in weight and stock design for U.S.

It’s built on the same match 54 action 
that was used by 7 out of 10 of the small- 
bore shooters in the Tokyo Olympics (and 
all the medal winners).

scores; Hungary, Yugoslavia, West and East 
Germany, Finland, and Bulgaria have got 
shooters capable of great performances. In 
the team performances the odds are clearly 
for the USA and the USSR.” 


Buoyed by the self-confidence that 
comes through strength, U. S. rifle shooters 
were exuberant when they left the States 
(despite the delay occasiond by the air lines 
strike), after they arrived in West Germany, 
and upon their departure. That rather well 
tells the story, does it not? 


I requested an analysis from Gary 
Anderson. On July the fourth (quite ap- 
propriately), he wrote as follows: “The 
team that was selected is undoubtedly the 
strongest that has ever represented the 
United States, at least for rifle shooting. 
For the first time in history we have a good 
chance of winning all of the team and in- 
dividual rifle matches. Only in the kneel- 
ing matches do we make the Russians the 
favorites. In everything else we are at 
least equal to them.” 


Statistics clearly substantiate that the 
divinity student who has just completed his 
first year at the San Francisco Theological 
Seminary, San Anselmo, Calif., was making 
a careful and accurate forecast. Indicating 
utmost confidence in his teammates, he 
stated: “The team departs for Germany 
on 8 July and is going in full expectation of 
making life very rough for the Russians.” 
Andy was being cautious and the Russians 
were given a rougher time than anyone 
could really have foreseen. It seems pro- 
pitious, however, to emphasize that the 
shooters from the USSR are very sportsman- 
like in their deportment and should be con- 
sidered as individuals and not as representa- 
tives of the Communist Party ... A few 
years ago, I expressed the conviction to Mr. 
A. J. Palmer, of Britain, that more sincere 
harmony is fostered among the nations on 
the rifle range than can ever be achieved 
at the council table. Mr. Palmer agreed 
heartily . . . One of the joys of international 
shooting is the casting aside of conflicting 
ideologies. From July 14th-23rd, competi- 
tors enjoyed a rapport—sharing a_ single 
purpose. Friendships were cemented—mu- 
tual respect, established. The high stand- 
ards of the ISU were upheld. 


GARY ANDERSON’s 1155 50-meter 
3-position victory was decisive! Two points 
under his World Record in Cairo (and 9 
points under Wigger’s existing Record), he 
surpassed second-place Niason of the USSR 
by 5 points. Korski of Poland was third 
with 1148, Creedmooring Margaret Thomp- 
son... Captain Tommy Pool led the U. S. 
team in the Kneeling stage, placing 4th 
with 388. USA and the USSR tied with 
1542, but we became World Kneeling 
Champions on the basis of having one more 
ten... Anderson and Pool paced the Prone 
with 398’s to a 1589 gold medal and new 
World Record! . . . Anderson won the 


Standing with 372! . .. Was it any wonder 
that team spirit soared? . . . Russia had 
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held the 3-position record with 4569 since 
1959 in Milan. Our record-breaking team 
score was 4589, good for the gold medal! 
Russia followed with 4572, and East Ger- 
many was third.

MARGARET THOMPSON and DON- 
ALD ADAMS starred in the 3-positional 
standard rifle match, as did the U. S. Team, 
accounting for three gold medals and a sil- 
ver to Anderson, who placed second. Mar- 
garet was definitely one of the favorites in 
the Ladies’ 3-position match, and her 558 
victory was no surprise. What was unexpect- 
ed was that she won by such a landslide— 
17 points ahead of a German girl, with a 
Russian in 3rd place. 


Even more astounding and unprece- 
dented is the more than 28-point edge with 
which our shooters emerged from the gruel- 
ing standard rifle match. Strong winds and 
chilling rain failed to dampen their enthus- 
iasm, however . . . The standard rifle tryouts 
at Ft. Benning were interesting in that they 
revealed little, if any, difference between 
those scores and average scores fired with 
the free rifle at 50-meters.

Russia placed second, tying the third-place 
East Germans. 

I was happy to hear from G. de Groen 
from Concord, Australia, who requested the 
results of the World Shooting Champion- 
ships. He wrote, “I am particularly inter- 
ested in how Gary Anderson fared—I have 
followed his career since I first became in- 
terested in Positional Shooting.” 

How wonderful it was to reply that 
GARY ANDERSON was f-a-b-u-l-o-u-s, for 
indeed he was! 

He retained his 300-meter World 
Crown, bettering his 1153 World Record 
with an 1157!!! (We were in error in an 
earlier report when we believed a_ brief 
newspaper account) .. . Alexander Gerasim- 
enoy, of Russia, placed second with 1154. 
Third was John Foster, who fired 1153. 

Kurt Johansson from Stockholm won 
the prone—398. He recently fired 399 in 
the Swedish championships . . . We were 


defeated by the Russian team in the prone— 
1583 to 1577 .. . The Russian team won the 
Kneeling, 1551 to 1547. CAPTAIN JOHN 
FOSTER won the individual gold medal 
Kneeling and raised the World Record to 
391!! ... Kurt Muller of Switzerland, post- 
ed 375 for the individual gold medal Stand- 
ing; however, the gold medal for team went 
to the USA, who won over Russia 1481 to 
1439. 


The USA also produced the World 
Championship 300-meter team with a 4606 
new World Record, smashing the 4557 
which we established in Sao Paulo in 1963. 
Team scores: Anderson—l157; Foster— 
1153; Margaret Thompson—1152; Wigger— 
1144... Russia placed second with 4573—: 
1154, 1146, 1143, 1130... . Switzerland was 
third with 4535. 


Our feminine star was the sensation of 
the World Championships. The first lady 
to represent any nation on an Open team 
(in the ISU World Championships), MAR- 
GARET THOMPSON placed 4th in both 
the 50-meter 3-position and the 300-meter! 
That was in addition to winning the ladies’ 
3-position with the Standard Rifle, and 
placing second in the ladies’ prone Olympic 
Match. That was history in the making! 


Advance orders indicated that our team 
was committed to shoot the M-14 in the 
Army rifle match, which was tantamount to 
conceding as it was reported that the 
Swedes and Swiss made special bolt actions 
for that match. The shooters took along 
M-70’s, which te Marines are using in Viet 
Nam, hoping to shoot them. There was a 
great deal of confusion stateside regarding 
the regulations, which states that each coun- 
try would provide its own weapons. When 
we urged that the team be allowed to shoot 
the M-70’s, we naturally assumed that the 
weapons would be checked in advance. 
Instead, two of the rifles were found at 
match time to have triggers which failed 
to meet the requirements, and Gunnarsson 
and Krilling’s rifles were disassembled just 
as they were going on the line so that the 
triggers could be made _ heavier. Even 
though conditions were rough—windy and 
cold—for Bill Krilling, 1965 National Inter- 
national 300-meter Champion and National 
Smallbore Prone Champion, to fire a 181 
prone, something drastic was wrong. His 
rifle was then readjusted and he had 187 
Kneeling and 175 Standing for 543. With 
10 more points Prone, he would have been 
second. A Russian, Ludwig Lustberg, bet- 
tered the World Record of 555 with 558. 
Vladimir Konyakhin, of the USSR, was sec- 
ond with 552, and Gary Anderson placed 
3rd with 550. 


The Russian team scored 2185X2400 
to break the World mark. Switzerland was 
second—2168, and the USA, third with 
2161. 


Winning all of the major events, we 
could afford to trail in a match of lesser 
importance. 


PRECISION SHOOTING 


Luckiest Man Alive is our favorite 
shooting-photographer, Carl W. Knight, of 
Los Angeles, a Precision Shooting  stock- 
holder. Carl and a friend set out for 
Alaska, in the friend’s camper, hunting good 
pictures. When a tubeless tire blew off 
the rim, Carl wrote that he “went out the 
door about the third z-a-g”, as the door 
flew open. According to a witness, Carl 
landed on his head and bounced about 2% 
ft. Now, Carl has had a long shooting his- 
tory, and isn’t exactly a “spring chicken.” 
Let’s just say that he is around 80-ish. To 
survive an accident such as that with no in- 
ternal injuries and no broken bones is little 
short of miraculous! It took 3 hours to 
clean the sand and gravel out of the top of 
his head.

If there were awards for outstanding 
tournament coverage, the Oscar would un- 
doubtedly go to Larry Hovey of the Twin 
Falls, Idaho, Times-News. If other tour- 
naments received the prominence accorded 
the annual Fourth of July Smallbore Prone 
Regional and Idaho State Championship, it 
would both stimulate interest in the shoot- 
ing game and serve to educate the public. 
For out-of-state competitors, seeing shooting 
back in the headlines was synonymous with 
rolling out the welcome mat .. . even 
though the headlines were monopolized by 
Idaho’s most famous shooter.

He 
won the opening Dewar metallic with a 
400-29X over Allen’s 399-29X, and is well 
on his way up... It was virtually in the 
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100-yd. match that Benson established his 
hold on the championship. He got by with 
399-25X, Karl Kenyon was second—395-

That cost him! ... “It was a matter of be- 
ing disorganized. One bad shot breeds an- 
other and the shooter isn’t aware that he is 
losing concentration. That’s what happened.”

NOTES ABOUT THE SHOOT 


(From Mrs. Bernice McMullen, 
NBRSA Secretary) 


Shooters started to arrive on Friday, 
July 29th, and by Sunday the parking lot 
across the foot-bridge from the club house 
looked very much like a trailer park. Hot 
dry days were enjoyed until Tuesday, the 
first day of the matches. Tuesday was a 
very wet miserable day with showers so 
intense that relays had to be held up for 
short periods of time. Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday were again beautiful sun- 
shiny days.

may put their equipment and rifles on the 
bench, but no bolts. Carry your bolt in 
your hand or in your pocket, not in your 
rifle.” Ralph stressed “no bolts” and “no 
disqualifications” at each and every relay. 
There were no disqualifications. Look back 
in your records; I don’t think it had ever 
happened before.

We had a repeat champion this year 
and thereby another first. The first time for 
a champion to repeat consecutively. Last 
year Ralph Stolle won the Championship 
without winning either the 100 yard stage 
or the 200 yard stage. This year he made 
a clean sweep, winning the 100 yard cham- 
pionship, the 200 yard championship and the 
National Championship.

ANOTHER NOTE OF APPRECIATION 
Dear Mr. Teachout: 

I must drop you a note with reference 
to the National Heavy Bench-Rest Matches 
because this information may not be forth- 
coming to you. The Match Range Officer 
was Mr. Ralph Brown who conducted these 
matches in a fashion that can hardly be im- 
proved upon. The end results were evident 
when not a single person disqualified and 
this could only have been. accomplished 
through the efforts of Mr. Brown to avoid 
such a problem. Before each match, he 
persistently and consistently reminded each 
shooter to check on his bench number and 
check on his target number. Further he 
instituted an innovation which I think 
should be recommended to other range of- 
ficers. Nearly all shooters become worried 
about time and after the five minute per- 
iod, we were given a three minute signal, 
then a two minute signal, then the one min- 


ute signal, and then the seconds were count- 
ed off in term of 40 seconds, 30 seconds, 20 
seconds, 10 seconds, etc. This reassured 
those shooters who were squeezed for time 
to let them know without worry that they 
were being watched and helped. Many 
times Mr. Brown said, “We'll carry you 
through the last second if necessary.” This 
to me at least was a very fine gesture and 
involved a lot of extra work for the range 
officer, but I am sure he earned. the grati- 
tude of all the shooters at the bench. 

Very few technical difficulties arose 
and when they did arise, he handled them 
very expeditiously and capably and at no 
time could a shooter feel that he had been 
deprived of his proper rights or failed to re- 
ceive due justice. I have nothing but the 
highest praise for his conduct of this match.

The rifle was rebedded etc. Fi- 
nally in desperation the rifle was sent to 
Clyde Hart. A thorough inspection of the 
barrel followed with the opinion by Clyde 
that the barrel had somehow been slightly 
damaged at the muzzle. Recrowning was 
all that was needed to put the rifle back in 
match winning shape. It might pay anyone 
who has a rifle suddenly go bad to try this 
solution. No damage was apparent to the 
eye.

(Editor’s note: Before writing the fol- 
lowing reports I must confess to another 
booboo, this regarding the targets used for 
the Varmint Rifle matches at the Canton-

there ARE NOT the NBRSA 200 yard 
Sporter Targets, which are of 300 meter 
dimensions. The targets THAT ARE used 
are the NBRSA official 200 yard targets, or 
copies of that target, with one (1) inch diam- 
eter center ring, which is scored as the 
“X”. The next larger ring, two (2) inches 
in diameter is scored as the 10. The sight- 
ing square and other features of the target 
are based on the “one-minute-of-angle” con- 
cept, the unit being 2 inches instead of 
1 inch. This means that a 50-5x score has 
all five shots in or touching the one-inch 
diameter center ring. 


There were 27 shooters at the night 
match July 15th and 16th. Conditions are 
reported to have been “a little blustery” for 
the first two matches on Friday but very 
good on Saturday. 


The top eight shooters made 250 possi- 
ble scores. Mangon was the winner with 
250-21x. Frazer, Kimes and Johnson all 
had 250-19x scores and were ranked. in 
the above order on MOA group measure- 
ments of .4878, .5188 and .5466. Rollins 
was fifth with 250-18x and group aggregate 
of .5414 MOA. Frazer shot a .308 caliber, 
the others .22 caliber. 


There were 31 shooters at the night 
matches on July 29th and 30th and, for the 
first time on record, it required a perfect 
50-5x score to place in the top five in all 
five of the record matches.
